(&~\\~e understood Gen. Harlan to state in 
the discussion at Hald Knob that the Yeoman 
had advocated the doctrine of "non-protec- 
tion" by Congress to slave property in the 
Territories. We have never held any such 
position. \Ye are for non-interference on the 
part of Congress; but this is quite different 
from the position he assigned us. We contend 
that Congress can protect, and has already 
protected, slave property in the Territories. 
If ho has read our paper during the present 
canvass, ho must remember distinctly that, 
first and last, we have opposed Congressional 
intervention on the very ground that it was 
unnecessary, inasmuch as Congress had al- 
ready protected slave property by organizing 
Territorial governments, by extending the 
Federal laws, including the Fugitive slave 
law, over them, and giving them courts with 
common law jurisdiction. 

If these, upon trial, should prove to be in- 
adequate to the protection of private property 
of any kind, then we hold it would be the 
duty of the Federal Government to take 
further steps, even if ' blood and treasure," to 
use an expression of a Democratic cotempo- 
rarv, were put in requisition to secure the full 
enjoyment of all constitutional rights, the 
right of property in slaves included. Gene- 
ral Harlan is at liberty to say that we are for 
non-intervention, but we protest against so 
jalpable a misrepresentation as the assertion 
that we are for non-protection.

It is not in our nature to do injustice to 
any one knowingly, and the less so if the j>er- 
son injured should be a friend. Accordingly 
we sav, frankly and without hesitation, that 
our allusions to the editor of the Herald in 
reference to drinking were all of a playful 
character, and intended for badinage only. 
Indeed, we had supposed that no other con- 
struction would be put upon our remarks. 
We are willing to take for granted what the 
editor says of his own habits. 

Xow that we have made the amende honor- 
aUe to him, may we ask that the editor of 
the Paducah Herald will be just to wauls us. 
Will he state to his readers that in the month 
of April last he declared the position of the 
Yeoman upon the question of slavery in the 
Territories to be as sound as he could ask, 
and ditl'cring in no essential particular from 
his own? He will find, by reference to his 
tiles, that he did thus indorse the Yeoman 
upon an article which appeared in it on the 
7th of April in response to himself. 

Will he state to his readers that the Yeo- 
man never uttered the language attributed to 
it in the Herald of the 4th inst, which we 
here copj* for his inspection: 

Does Col. Boyd agree on the Artful Dodge 
doctrine of the Frankfort Yeoman, "that it is 
bad policy in the South to admit that Congress 
has the power to protect slavery in the Territo- 
ries?" 

Neither the above quotation, nor any thing 
of similar import, was ever published hy us 
as editorial, and such language is not to be 
found in the files of our paper, although it is 
charged upon us, as above, by the Paducah 
Herald. 

Will he state to his readers that the Yeo- 
man, first, last, and all the time, has sternly 
repudiated the doctrine set forth in Douglas' 
Freeport speech, that the squatters of a Ter- 
ritory had a right to exclude slavery by "un- 
friendly legislation," or in any other manner. 

It would take the sjaco of two columns 
merely to mention the joints upon which the 
Herald has grossly misrepresented us, and we 
shall not attempt to set them forth fully. We 
shall content ourself with requesting the Her- 
ald hereafter, if it should have occasion to al- 
lude to our position, to say that the Yeoman 
stands fairly and squarely with Magoffin upon 
this question. Both the Democratic candidate 
for Governor and ourself are and have been 
for non-inlerference or non-intervention, be- 
cause we decin the Constitution and existing 
laws adequate for the protection of slave prop- 
erty in the Territories, and because we hold 
that the agitation of the slavery question at 
this time is fraught with mischief. 

The iioulavlle Journal on Slavery 
Protection ! 

The organ of the Opposition Know-Xothing 
party in Kentucky is loud-mouthed at this 
time for Congressional protection to slavery in 
the Territories. It denounces the principle of 
non-intervention as frce-soilism of the darkest 
hue. It swears by every part of Chief Justice 
Taney's opinion in the Drcd Scott case, and is 
using all its talent to show that it is more 
sound upon the slavery question than Magof- 
fin and the presses that support him. In 
view ef all this, some persons will be astonish- 
ed to learn that only nine months since this 
same Louisville Journal was a great admirer 
of that odious free-soil measure, the Missouri 
restriction. Such is the fact, however, and 
an extract from an article in reference to the 
Illinois election, which appeared in its columns 
last fall, fully proves our statement. 
[From the Louisville Journal, September 4, 1838.] 

But the worst tuat the Springfield Democrat 
has said of S. A. D. remains to be told. It 
takes the very weapons used heretofore by bis 
political opponents, the very Whig arguments 
against the Nebraska- Kansas bill and the repeal 
01 the Missouri compromise ; passages so perfect- 
ly the reflex of the sentiments we have always en- 
tertained and promulgated in our paper, that 
they almost seem like extracts from the columns 
of the Journal, and with unfeeling barbarity it 
liourishes them before his face, as Indians Hash 
their tomahawks before their victims at the stake. 
Yes, truly, the curse has come home to roost at 
last, and the demagogue who so ruthlessly re- 
opened the pestilent agitation of the slavery ques- 
tion, which the wisdom of thirty odd years had 
allowed quietly to repose within the limitations 
of the Missouri restriction, is brought before the 
bar of public opinion while one of his fellow- 
rogues turns State's evidence against him. 

It will bo seen that after the Dred Scott 
decision had been published, the Louisville 
Journal declared that it had always entertain- 
ed and promulgated the sentiment that the Mis- 
souri restriction, a measure destructive of the 
rights of the slave-holding portions of the 
Union, and pronounced unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court, ought not to have been 
repealed. So bitter was that sheet against 
the author of the repeal, that in a fiendish 
spirit it boastingly proclaimed that a curse had 
come home to roost with him for his action in 
repealing what the highest judicial tribunal 
in the land decided to be an unconstitutional 
act ! In the eyes of the Journal the repeal 
was a "ruthless" deed ! 

Xow the editor of the Journal claims to be 
a slavery-protectionist. With an air quite 
refreshing to those acquainted with his record, 
he asserts that the Kentucky Opposition, him- 
self included, hold that slavery is planted in 
the Territories by the Constitution — that Con- 
gress can protect bid cannot prohibit or exclude, 
and lieyond this, that it is the duty of Con- 
gress to pass laws for the benefit of the 
owners of slave property. Last September, in 
his opinion, it was a ' ruthless'' deed for Con- 



gress to permit any man to carry slaves into 
the greater portion of the U. S. Territories. 
Really, the impudence of the Journal and its 
party is sublime. 



A Novel Charge.— Adjutant-General Har- 
lan charges that Letcher was saved from de- 
feat by the vote of the Abolition counties of 
Virginia. He borrowed this idea from the 
Louisville Journal ; but let it come from where 
it will, it is decidedly rich. The General 
must be hard run when he talks about Aboli- 
tion counties in old Virginia, and the best of 
the joke remains to be told.

DECISION S 

OF THE 

COt RT OF APPEALS OF KESTITKV . 

Reported expressly for the Yeoman by C'iiabi.ks ¥. 
Ckaddock. Attorney at Law, Frankfort, Ky. 

Com'th. vs. McLanahan; Bracken county. 

The indictment charged that the defendant, 
"on the — day of July, lboS.and on divers other 
days before and since, in the county aforesaid, 
did cany concealed a deadly weapon, to-wit: 
a certain deadly weapon common-ally called 
a "slung-shot," together with other deadly weap- 
ons to the jurors unknown, and other than 
an ordinary pocket-knife, against the peace and 
dignity of the Commonwealth," ic. 

To which a demurrer was sustained, and the 
Commonwealth appealed. 

Held (Judge Stites delivering opinion) — 

1. That where provisoes an J exceptions are con- 
tained in distinct clauses, it is not necessary to 
aver in the indictment that the defendant does 
not come within the exceptions, or to negative 
the provisoes it contains; nor is it necessary to 
allege that he is not within such provisoes, even 
though the purview should expressly notice 
them, as by saying that none shall do the act pro- 
hibited except in the case thereinafter excepted. 
These are properly matters of defense. ( IVAar 
ion'* Crim. Law, 190 j 2 Yerger, 233 ; Com- 
monwealth vs Young, 7 B. Monroe, 1.) 

2. This indictment was framed upon the pro- 
visions of the first section of the act of 1854, 
prohibiting the carrying of concealed weapons, 
and it was not necessary to have averred that the 
defendant did not come within the exceptions 
contained in the subsequent sections, and the de- 
murrer therefore ought to have been overruled. 

The judgment of the Circuit Court is reversed, 
and cause remanded with directions that the de- 
murrer be oveiruled, and for further proceedings.

POLITICAL READING. 

Uilniot Proviso Sprcrh of the Hon. 
Green .itluiitM, 

On the Oregon BUI, Delivered in the Home of 
Representatives, July 27, 1 ~ l>. 
»»••••»» 

I now propose to submit a few thoughts, very 
briefly , on the subject of slavery in connection 
with this bill; and then, if my time will permit, 
cull the attention of my honorable colleague from 
the Third District to his most extraordinary and 
unfounded speech, in which he has thought prop- 
er to ridicule and abuse a distinguished patriot, [ 
an able, honest, and honorable man. 

In discussiug the question of slavery, permit 
me to say that I have no ambition to show myself 
to be either a Southern or a Northern man, an 
Eastern or a Western man, Oat would prefer to 
show myself a man of my cou itry and my whole 
country — a man for the Union, based upon the 
Constitution, in every emergency. And perhaps 
some of my Southern friends, both Whigs and 
Democrats, will think the position I assume upon 
this subject rather extraordinary for a man living 
in a slave State, representing a slave constitu- 
ency, and owning slaves, when I tell them 
that I maintain Congress has the Constitutional ' 
right to legislate upon the subject of slavery in 
the Territories; and further, I will not vote to 
strikeout from this bill that section contaiuing 
the provisions of the ordinance of 1787. 

I have heard much said in relation to the Con- 
stitutional power of Congress to legislate upon 
the subject of slavery in the Territories, and I 
maintain that, to show the existence of this 
power beyond reasonable controversy, it is not 
necessary to consume time in reviewing the civil 
anil political history of the country for upwards 
of half a century, and to quote and elaborate ! 
the numerous precedents, both legislative and ju- 
dicial, as authority or argument for the exis- 
tence of this power; though if precedent could, 1 
even under any state of the case, settle a ques- 
tion in the estimation of gentlemen, this ought 1 
to be considered settled, even by the authority of 
precedent. But whilst I do not consider the 
authority of precedent necessary to establish 
the Constitutional power of Congress to legis 
late upon the subject, I do not agree with 
the gentleman from Alabama [Mr. Harris], 
who thinks we might as well quote the perpe- 
tration of one act of villainy as authority for the 
commission of another; neither do I feel under any 
obligation to answer such an argument. I admit 
that I have deference and respect for the acts and 
opinions of wise and good men of former times, 
and they are always entitled to their weight with 
me, at least as an argument, if not as positive 
authority. 

Nor do I think it necessary to resort to the im- 
plication of a power necessary to execute an ex- 
pressly delegated power, because I maintain that 
the power to legislate upon the subject of slavery is 
expressly granted in the third section of the fourth 
article of the Constitution, giving Congress the 
"power to dispose of and make ail needful rules 
and regulations respecting the territory and other 
property belonging to the United States." I 
would ask gentlemen under what other clause of 
the Constitution do they derive the power to leg- 
islate for the Territories at all ? Where do they 
obtain the right to establish a Territorial govern- 
ment unless it be from the clause here given? 
And if Congress derives its rowers to make Ter- 
ritorial governments, and to legislate lor the Ter- 
ritories, from this clause in the Constitution, hus 
it not the power to legislate upon every subject 
that does not conflict with the Federal Constitu- 
tion? And where in the Constitution is the re- 
striction in regard to slavery? I find, however, 
that, the distinguished Senator from South Caro- 
lina [Mr. Calhoun] very summarily disposes of 
this clause iu t ie Constitution in the following 
manner (and I understand the able and profound 
jurist from Georgia [.Mr. Berrien] to take the 
same position). I read from the third page of 
Mr. Calhoun's printed speech, delivered in the 
Senate 27ih of June. Speaking of this clause in 
the Constitution, he says : 

"It refers exclusively to territory, regarded 
simply as public lands. Every word relates to it 
in that character, and is wholly inapplicable to it 
in any other character but as property. Take 
the expression 'dispose of,' with which it 
begins. It is easily understood what it means 
when Japplied to lands; and is the proper and 
natural expression regarding the Territory in that 
character, when the object is to confer the right 
to sell or make other disposition of it. But who 
ever heard the expression applied to government? 
and what possible meaning can it have when so 
applied? Take the next expression, 'to make all 
needful rules and regulations.' These, regarded 
separately, might indeed be applicable to govern- 
ment in a loose sense, but they arc never so ap- 
plied in the Constitution. In every case where 
they are used in it, they refer to property, to things 
or to some process, such as the rules of court or 
of the House of Congress, for the government of 
their proceedings, but never to government, which 
always implies persons to be governed." 

Suppose, as it is argued, that the term "dispose 
of," can have no reference or application to gov- 
ernment, do they restrict the power "to make all 
needful rules and regulations?" Congress, as I 
understand from the language of the Constitu- 
tion, has not only the power to "dispose of the 
Territories, but also "to make all needful rules 



and regulations" respecting them. But Mr. Cal- 
houn argues that the terms "to make all needful 
rules and regulations" arc never applied in the 
Constitution to government, which implies per- 
sons to be governed, and he assumes that in overy- 
ear where they are used in the Constitution they 
refer to property, to things, to some process, such 
as the rules of court, or the House of Congress, 
for the government of its proceedings. Now I 
take it that rules lor the government of the House 
of Congress are nothing more nor less than laws 
to govern persons in their conduct, and not to 
govern property or things. But I need only refer 
gentlemen to the eighth section of the first arti- 
cle of the Constitution, which giVas to Congress 
the power "to make rules for the government 
and regulation of the land and naval forces," to 
show that this position is correct, and that the 
terms "rules and regulations" are applied in the 
Constitution to the government of persons. And 
now, Mr. Chairman, I maintain that the terms 
"rules and regulations," when used in the Consti- 
tution, mean nothing else than laws, and the 
Convention which framed the Constitution, us 
ing them with reference to civil government, 
could have intended to give them no other 
meaning, it being not only their common 
law, but universal signification. Congress, then, 
according to the Constitution, can make all 
needful laws respecting the Territories, and Con- I 
gress i» to be the judge of what are needful. 
But. sir, Mr. Calhoun and other gentlemen have 
admitted the constitutional power, by recommend- 
ing and advocating the passage of the bill this 
morning laid upon the table iu this House under 
the sanction of their oaths to support the Consti- 
tution. 

But, sir, my honorable colleague from the 
Ninth district [Mr. French,] who found it neces- 
sary to discuss this question because no other 
KentucKian had spoken upon the subject, leaves 
his own Constitution and travels off to Great 
Britain, to get Judge Blackstone's definition of 
absolute rights, to show that Congress has no 
right to legislate upon the subject of slavery in 
the Territories, and, very suitable to the position 
which he assumes, he has no occasion for the 
rights of personal security, or the rig' ts of per- 
sonal liberty, but he arrays, with much force and 
gravity, the right of private property, and arguing 
upon the right to enjoy private property, and the 
fact that slaves are property iu the slave States, and 
that the public lands in the Territories are the 
property of all the States, the slave as well as the 
free Slates, he adduces the corollary that Con- 
gress has no constitutional right to legislate upon 
the subject of slavery in the Territories. Now, 
•ir, no per.-on will deny the absolute right of per , 
sons to enjoy their private property, and no per- 
son has a greater aversion than I to the interfer- 
ence by government with private, vested, legal 
rights; but I would ask if the passage of a law by 
Congress prohibiting the introduction of slavery 
into the Territories, or, if you please, anthorll- ; 
ing slavery in the Territories (for 1 hold that 
slavery cannot exist without the authority of pos- j 
itive law,) interferes with the rights of eitiaeni in 
the slave Slates to enjoy their slave propeity? No, ' 
sir, not at all. If that be an interference with 
the right to enjoy slave property, there is scarce- 
ly a State in this Union that has not been guilty 
of this interference with the right of property. 

I am now temporarily residing in the District 
of Columbia; if I purchase a slave here to day 
he is my private property; I have a right to con- 
trol and enjoy the benefit of his service. But, 
sir, can I take that slave to Kentucky, the land 
of mv birth and the home of my lathers, and en- 
joy my right to his services there? No, sir; my 
colleague knows that the laws of Kentucky pro 
hibit it, and would inflict an onerous penalty by 
way of fine, as well as imprisonment, for a vio- 
lation of that law; and lhat the courts of Ken- 
tucky have enforced the law, and maintained its 
constitutionality. But, Mr. Chairman, my col- 
league contends that all the States arc joint 
owners of the land in the Territories, and, con- 
sequently, Congress h is no right to legislate there 
upon the subject of slavery — at least to prohibit 
citizens from slave States from carrying their 
slave property there, and holding them as slaves ' 
So, too, the public lauds iu the State of Ohio are 
equally the property of all the States; now, will 
my colleague contend that, under his absolute 
right to enjoy his slave property in Kentucky, he 
can take them to the State of Ohio and settle 
upon the public lands there, and hold his slaves 
as property? Certainly he will not. He knows 
that the courts of Kentucky have decided that he 
cannot, and that if he take up his residence upon 
the public lands of Ohio with his slaves, and 
should afterwards remove back to Kentucky, re- 
taining his slaves in possessiou all the time, the 
courts ol Kentucky w ill liberate them in obedience 
to the operation of the laws of Ohio. Mr. 
Chairman, I utterly repudiate this doctrine of a 
man's carrying the civil institutions of hjs own 
country into whatever State or Territory, or 
country he may go. It is subversive of the just 
and necessary rules of national law upon which 
the comity of nations is based. Who, sir, will 
deny the doctrine of international law, that when 
a person emigrates from one country to another, 
or even takes up a temporary residence, that of 
justice and necessity he must be obedient to the 
laws and institutions of the country iu which he 
is residing at the time, and IV >in which he ex- 1 
pects protection? 

Mr. Chairman, I cannot consume more time 
upon this subject; but I said I would not vote to 
strike out of this bill that portion of the twelfth ' 
section containing the provision of the ordinance 
of 17^7. In assuming this position I do not in- 
tend to discuss the merits of the bill just dis- 
posed of, called the compromise bill — but which 
I think might have been more appropriately 
entitled a bill more effectually and certainly to 
divide and destroy the Union — but in this posi- , 
tion, at least, I am within the Missouri com- 
promise, as none of this territory lies South of 
3G (leg- 30 min. 

*•*•»**• 

Mr. Chairman, I do not complain of the gen- , 
tlenien of the North, whether Whigs or Demo- 
crats, for desiring to restrict this institution of ; 
slavery, and keep it from spreading into territory 
where it does not now exist, nor will I complain 
of Southern gentlemen for desiring to extend 
slavery into the Territories. They all, no doubt, \ 
arc acting upon principles of conscientious duty. , 
If I have any complaints against the free States j 
of this Union, it is that soma of them at least, 
if not all, do not furnish us with facilities that in 
my opinion were contemplated by the convention j 
that formed the Constitution, to recapture fugitive 
slaves when within their jurisdiction. I think I 
have a right in justice, honesty, and fairness, to 
demand of the free States to pass stringent arid 
effectual laws to enable us to capture our fugitive : 
slaves, but more particularly to bring to justice 
and punish those who are guilty of Stealing and 
kidnapping our slaves, and thereby protect u s from 
the assaults of fanaticism. 

Mi Chairman, 1 only ask of gentlemen Irom 
the free States to let the institution of slavery 
alone where it exists; if slavery is a curse, it is 
our misfortune, not theirs. But I have nevir 
heard a member of Conirress aay that he wished 
or desired to interfere with slavery in the States — 
not a siogle man; neither do 1 believe any man 
will dare avow any such an intention or wish; not 
even the gentleman from Ohio [Mr. Giddings.] 
But the gentleman from Georgia [Mr. Ireraon] 
thinks they will come to that ere long. Well, il 
that time shall come, I can say to gentlemen, 
Kentucky will be able to protect herself, and the 
will to do it. I hope it may never come, but if 
it ever should, Kentucky will not follow the ex- 
ample given us by the gentleman from Georgia, 
nor resort to the means to which that gentleman 
seems to look for protection — she would scorn to 
do it. Kentucky has the means within herself to 
protect herself, and she will never say to the 
North, under any circumstances, yon have the 
power, you have the numbers, you can outvote 
us, you are doing us an unjust injury, you are 
violating our sacred rights, we have no confidence 
in you, but wn will hang on to the Union, and, if 
we can, skulk behind the veto power that we may 
possibly bring to bear by fraud and political 
treachery. No, sir, Kentucky will never doit. 
But I will say to gentle. i. en who are very con- 
scientious in regard to slavery, anil who make 
everything subservient to that question, and who 
seem to think that there is a moral obligation 
resting upon them even to destroy the Union in 
combatting flavcry, that extreme means will 
never attain that end; if they wish tJ confine 
slavery within its present limits, and with time 
ultimately to obliterate it from the Union, they 
had better let it alone; excitement will never el- 
feet their object. But if gentlemen will, for mere 
party purposes, create tcctional and geographical 



questions which are to override everything else, 
at the risk of destroying tnc Union, they wi.l 
find that in a dissolution the chances will be in 
favor of the extension of slavery upon this con- 
tinent rather than its restriction. For, sir, I tell 
you that in the event of such a calamity, it would 
necessarily be followed by disorder, force, vio- 
lence, and biood, and Kentucky will stand as 
good a chance of planting slavery in Ohio as 
Ohio would to abolish it in Kentucky. The gen- 1 
tlcman from Massachusetts, from the district 
lately represented by the lamented Mr. Adams, 
has made a very able speech upon this floor on 
the subject of slavery, and I concur with and ap- 
preciate his argument upon the constitutional 
question as to the i ight of Congre-s to legislate 
noon this subject in the Territories, and I am not 
disposed to maintain that slavery in the abstract 
is right, when tested by the great principle of 
right and wrong, nor will 1 contend that slavery j 
relatively speaking, is right or expedient. But, 
sir, I cannot assent to all the premises assumed 
by that gentleman. I do not believe that the 
contrast drawn by that gentleman between Mas- 
sachusetts and the slave States in regard to edu- 
cation is attributable to the institution of slavery. 
I was extremely gratified with the glowing and 
brilliant picture which the gentleman gave of 
the advancement of Massachusetts in science 
and learning; as an American citizen I was proud 
to hear it, but as a Kentuckian, sir, I repudiate 
the invidioiisncss of the position, and I do not be- 
lieve that the difference between .Massachusetts 
and Kentucky, in an educational point of view, 
is attributable to slavery; and 1 admit that Mas- 
sachusetts stands pre-eminent in that respect. 
But may I not hope, sir, that when Kentucky 
becomes as old a Commonwealth as Massachu- ■ 
setts is now, she may be able to exhibit as proud 
add brilliant a specticlc to the world as Massa- 
chusetts does now? The g-utleman says that : 
Massachusetts educates her deaf and dumb, and 
her blind. Sir, Kentucky does as much, and she 
has taken steps to continue their education iu a 
manner which will redound to her credit; and her 
system of common schools, recently adopted, is 
working well. And with a knowledge of these ! 
facts, I do not believe that the institution of 
slavery is the cause of Kentucky being in the rear 
of Massachusetts on this subject 

• »•#•**• 

Mr. Chairman, my time has nearly expired, but 
I desire to notice one other position assumed by 
the honorable gentleman from Massachusetts [Mr. ; 
Mann] upon the subject of slavery, (and I must 
etk the committee to excuse my want of connec- ; 
tion, for when my time is limited I can only | 
strike about, without chart or compass to guide 
me.) The gentleman from Massachusetts as- 
sumes that "a universal concomitant of slavery 
is, that it makes white labor disreputable, and. 
being disreputable, it is shunned." Now, sir, I , 
cannot help having my sympathies and predilec- 
tions for the institution of slavery, whilst I ad- 
mit that much evil attends it, and I would be 
glad to get clear of it entirely. I was born and 
have lived ail my life in a slave State, and am I 
the owner of slaves, and I take occasion to say to 
the gentleman from Massachusetts that he is i 
mistaken so far as Kentucky is concerned I can ' 
assure the gentleman that an honest laboring man , 
in Kentucky commands as much respect as any | 
man in the community. I labor with my own 
slaves, sir, and feel that it is just as creditable as 
to attend to my business as a lawyer, or to pursue 
any other profession. When I employ an honest 
white man to work for me he associates with me 
and my family; he becomes for the time one of 
my family. I meet him with my wife and chil ' 
dren at the table where we take our meals. I 
meet him around the festal board, and he com- 
mands the same respec t with the most honored 
guest in my house. No, sir; wealth or poverty 
creates no distinction iu Kentucky between hon- 
est and honorable men. I believe that the poor 
laboring class of citizens in Kentucky commands 
more respect than they do in some of the free 
States, according to my limited observation.

This great old party, observes the Constitution, 
is as ancient as the Constitution, and it must sur- 
vive while that shall endure.

United States, "When the people of any such 
Territory (as the President stated iu his Silliinan 
letter of August 15, liSVT, to the Connecticut 
clergymen) propose to frame a State Constitu- 
tion, it is their right to decide the important 
question for themselves, whether they will con- 
tinue, moilify, or abolish shivery." In the meal - 
time, what the Constitution has recognized to be 
property, the Constitution can protect as prop- 
erty through the instrumentality of the judiciary. 
The Di ed Scott decision, recognizing the right of 
the people of any State to take their slaves into 
the Territories of the United States, will stand as 
a landmark whilst the Union shall endure. ' The 
waves of Black Republic inism may be it against it 
in vain. How this principle could ever have been 
doubted is a mystery. As the President observes 
in the same letter: "If a confederation of sove- 
reign States acquire a Territory at the expense 
of their common biood and treasure, surely one 
set of partners can have no right to exclude the 
other from the enjoyment by prohibiting them 
from taking into it whatsoever is recognized to be 
property by the common Constitution." 

We shall hear but little more within the ranks 
of the Democratic party of antagonistic or un- 
friendly legislation in the Territories against sla- 
very, the Constitution and the Drcd Scott decision. 
It does not seem to be generally known that even 
the Kansas Legislature, at their last session, after 
a severe struggle, repudiated this doctrine, and 
refused to adopt unfriendly legislation against 
slavery within the Territory. The advocates of 
the power in a Territorial Legislature, cither di- 
rectly or indirectly, to nullify a decisiou of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, must even- 
tually join Seward and Hickman in asserting the 
incompatibility of slave and free States to live 
together in the same confederacy; and this is 
nothing more nor less than rank disunion.

New York, June 7. — The steamship City of 
Washington, from Liverpool, has just arrived. 
She brings the latest news, telegraphed to 
Queenstown by the agents of the Associated 
Press on the 26th alt., and is, iu fact, one day la- 
ter from the seat of war than was received via 
Cape Race. 

Berne, May 25. — It is reported that Gen. Gar- 
ibaldi, at the head of 50,000 men, has succeeded 
in entering Lombardy, and has baricaded himself 
in the town of Varez. He is without cannon, and 
the Austrians are in the i eighborhood, provided 
with artillery. The light between them is said to 
have commenced. 

Genoa, May 2G. — The Bey of Tunis has offer- 
ed two auxiliary regiments to Piedmont. 

Trieste, May 25. — The commander of the 
port of Venice has received no notice of the 
town being blockaded. 

Alessandria, May 25. — The Emperor Napo- 
leon passed several hours to day at Voghera. 
Nothing has yet been decided respecting the de- 
parture of the troops. 

Marseilles, May 25. — Advices from Const an 
tinoplc to the 18th state that the Porte promises 
to recognize Prince Couzaz. 

The Sctavc population on the coast of the Adri- 
atic are beginning to show a hostile feeling toward 
Austria. 

The War. — The Paris letters show a great 
want of confidence, and seem to hint at some in- 
creased disturbance in the foreign relations. The 
London Times disparages the battle of Montebel- 
lo, calling it a tenth rate victory, and accuses Na- 
poleon w ith having sold himself to the demon of 
military conquest. The London Times alludes to 
a design on the part of the Viceroy of Egypt to 
take advantage of the present condition of affairs 
to secure, if not independence, at least a large 
measure of authority, and adds : "France's in- 
fluence at this moment is supreme, but England 
will allow no trifling. The slightest disposition 
to evade the treaty of 1640 will bring upon the 
Viceroy the whole weight of England's power." 

The details received of the battle of Monte- 
bello state that the General of brigade, Beuret, 
and Commandant Duchet, are among the French 
officers killed. The Vienna correspondent of the 
London Times, says that the Austrian strength 
consisted of three brigades, and the loss was about 
the same as the French. The Times remarks 
that the\Austrians must have fought well, for they 
must have carried the town of Castcrrgio ■ which 
had been barricaded by the French, before they 
could have reached Montebello. The Austrians 
seem iu the first instance to have been successful, 
and only were driven back when the French sup- 
ports came up. 

In General Forey's account, he thinks the 
Austrian force was iiol below 15,000 to lft.000. 
The prisoners captured place it far above those 
figures. Great praise is awarded to the Sardin- 
ians for their conduct in battle. The combat was 
a hand to band light in the streets of the village, 
which had to be carried houseafter house. Gen- 
eral Cialdini's combat was at Villita. The loss 
was insignificant, though the conflict is said to 
have been a fierce one. The Austrians hail shot 
an entire family, consisting of eight peisons, in 
whose house the Austrian guns were found. 

A dispatch from Vienna says that "at noon on 
the 21st 15,000 of the enemy (the Allies) attack- 
ed our troops, numbeiing 3,000 at Vercelli. Our 
men retreated fighting to Orfengo, when two 
Austrian brigades hastened to the rescue and 
threatened the enemy's flanks. The latter then 
retired across the Scsia." 

The bulletin issued by the Austrian government 
says that at Vercelli a Piedniontcsc squadron of 
dragoons were put to flight by an Austrian recon- 
noitering party. 

It is reported in Switzerland that all the Aus- 
trian detachments on Lago Maggiore had been 
withdrawn. 

An Austrian dispatch says precautions have 
been taken agaiaat Garibaldi, whose object is to 
rouse Como to revolt and revolutionize Lombardy. 

Austria has issued instructions to prepare for 
the defense of the Tyrol. 

A dispatch from Berne says that the Austrians 
have left Como and Milan, and are concentrating 
on the river Adda, about 15 miles east of Milan. 
The French and Sardinians are also described as 
advancing 

Great Britain. — Kossuth, in a speech in favor 
of the neutrality of England, intimated that he 
would probably soon be in Hungary. He is re- 
ported to be President of the Hungarian Commit- 
tee at Genoa to encourage desertions from the 
Austrian army. 

Spain. — The Spanish Government has bought 
four of the C'unard screw steamers, w hich arc to 
be replaced by vessels of greater power and size. 

Hungary. — The accounts from Hungary arc 
seriously alarming. 

There must sooner or later be disturbances, if 
concessions are not made. 

The country is full of Russian agents, who act 
almost openly. 

Prussia — It is reported at Vienna that Prussia 
will soon place six corps de armee on the lower 
Rhine and two on the eastern frontier. 

Turkey. — It is asserted positively that a gener- 
al insurrectionary raoviment was organizing 
throughout all the Sclare population of Turkey, 
and it was supposed to be favored by foreign in- 
fluence. 

The .Montenegrins were destroying the Aus- 
trian telegraph in Sato tins, cutting off communi- 
cations between Cattaro and Rugussa. 

A terrific thunder storm, accompanied by heavy 
rains, occurred at Oden on the 30th of April. 

Twenty or thirty persons were drowned by an 

inundation, and 167 houses were laid in ruins.

The Discussion at Midway. 

The discussion between the candidates for Con- 
gress at Midway, on Friday evening last, was 
highly satisfactory to the f riends of Capt. Simms.

The following letter from the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to the District-Attorney for Utah, explains 
still further the views of the Administration 
on the subject of the judicial proceedings in 
that Territory : 

Attorney General's Office, 

May 17, 1S5J. 

Sir : Your letters of March 24 and April 8, 
addressed to me, have been received. The grave 
importance of the facts contained in them, and 
in other communications from Utah by the same 
mail, required that the whole correspondence of 
the several departments with the officers of the 
Territory should be laid before the President. 
He has carefully considered the subject, and his 
opinion will be found expressed in a letter from 
me to the two associate jusiicesof the Territory, 
a copy of which I send you. 

You are clothed with the authority of a public 
accuser lor the Territory. It is your duty to 
commence and carry on all public prosecutions, 
with such aid and assistance us you see fit to call 
in. On proper occasions, and in a proper and res- 
pcctlul manner, you must oppose every effort 
which any judge may make to usurp your func- 
tions. Do not allow your rights to remain un- 
asserted. If the judges will confine themselves 
to the simple and plain duty imposed upon them 
by the law. of hearing and deciding the cases that 
are brought before them, I am sure that the busi 
ness of the Territory will get along very well. 
This must be impiessed upon their minds, if pos 
sible, for if they will insist upon doing the duties 
of Prosecuting Attorney and Marshal as well as 
their own, every thing will be thrown into confu- 
sion, and the peace of the Territory may be 
destroyed at any moment. 

But your duty must be performed with energy 
and impartiality. Every crime that is commit- 
ted, no matter by w hom, should be exposed and 
punished. I need not say that you are to make 
no distinction between Geniile and Mormon, or 
between Indian and white man. You will prose- 
cute the rich and the poor, the influential and 
■the humble, with equal vigor, and thus entitle 
yourself to the confidence of all. 

It is only by these general remarks that I can 
express the wishes ol the President with reference 
to your office ; for at this distance it is impossible 
to give you detailed iin-lructinns. But there is 
one subject to which I would call special attention. 
It uppcais that a company of emigrants from 
Arkansas to California was attacked at the Mom - 
tain Meadow s, three hunured miles south of Salt 
Lake, and one hundred and nineteen cruelly 
murdered, none being spared except some chil- 
dren, all of whom were under seven years of age. 
This crime, by whomsoever committed, was one 
of the most atrocious that has ever blackened 
the character of the human race. The Mormons 
blame it upon the Indians, and the accusation re- 
ceives some color from the fact that all the chil- 
dren who survived the massacre were found it), the 
possession of Indians. Others, and among them 
a Jtodge ofthe Territory, declare their unhesita- 
ting belief that the Mornionstbemselves commit- 
ted this foul murder. 

All the circumstances seem from the correspon- 
dence to be eveloped in mystery. In your letter 
the manner of the murder is described — show ing 
that the emigrants were attacked within a corral 
which they had formed for defense, that tiny 
agreed to surrender their arms upon the promise 
that their lives should be spared, and after doing 
so were all of them treacherously butchered. 
Why does the information stop there? If that 
much be known, how is that we know no more? 
Who were the parties that received this surren- 
der, and how is it proved? Can not the Superin- 
tendent of Indian Affairs, or some one connected 
w ith that department of public service, trace back 
the children from the Indians in whose possession 
they were found to the coiral where their parents 
were slain? It is said that some of the Mormon 
inhabitants of Utah have properly of the emi- 
grants in their possession. If this be tine, will 
it not furnish a thread which, properly followed, 
would leadjback to the scene of the crime? 

These arc mere suggestions, which are intended 
to show the interest of the Government in the 
subject, rather than to instruct you in the perfor- 
mance of your dev. It is, however, confidently 
expected of you, that you will intermit no watch, 
nor let any opportunity escape you of learning all 
that can be known upon this subject. If you 
sha'l be under the necessity of employing agents, 
such reasonable expenses as you may be put to 
on that account will be paid. 

Your conduct at Provo seems, from all accounts 
of it, to have been perfectly proper, and is fully 
approved by the President. Your refusal on a 
former occasion to violate the promise of pardon 
contained in the President's proclamation, was 
equally praiseworthy and correct.
